The Board of Trade announce that they have made the Trading 
with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 16) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942, No. 2013, price 3d.) which came into 
force on, 10 October containing 344 additions to the “ Black 
List ” of traders in neutral countries with whom it is unlawful 
to have dealings of any kind. Persons owing moneys to, or 
holding or managing the property of, specified persons are 
reminded that they are under statutory obligation to report 
particulars to the Custodians of Enemy Property.

EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 40) ORDER, 1942 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 40) Order, 1942 
(S: R. & O. 1942 No. 2101, price 1d.) which comes into force on 
2 November 1942, control is extended to cover fancy glassware ; 
clinical thermometers; plumbago crucibles; feathers and down; 
additional metal manufactures, machinery and chemicals. 

I. Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Articles wholly or mainly of plastic material derived from 
cellulose, casein or synthetic resins, the following :~ 

Buckles and slides, whether finished or unfinished, of a 
kind commonly used for the fastening or decorating 
of apparel or household linen. 

Crucibles, plumbago (graphite). 

Wire cloth and wire gauze. 

Briquetting plants, and moulds for briquette presses. 

Fourdrinier wires. 

Feathers and down. 

Ships’ propellers. 

Glass and glassware, the following :— 

Articles of glassware of a kind used for domestic pur- 
poses, other than carafes, jugs, cans and mugs, heat 
resisting articles (except stemware) not of cut glass 
or with applied decoration, or mirrors. 

Illuminating glassware with applied decoration (in- 
cluding cut glass). 

Stationery glassware. 

Thermometers, clinical. 

Cellulose nitrate (nitrocellulose) and mixtures containing 
cellulose nitrate (including distempers, lacquers, varnishes, 
paints and painters’ enamels, prepared or ready mixed, 
containing cellulose nitrate).

II. Certain kinds of fancy glassware may be exported without 
licence to the Central and South American Republics, Canada, 
Newfoundland and the U.S.A. and applications for export to 
other destinations will not, normally, be entertained. 

III. Applications to export briquetting plant, and moulds for 
briquette presses should be filed through the Brickmaking, 
Clay-working and Briquetting Machinery Export Group (Messrs. 
Peat, Marwick and Mitchell), 94-98 Petty France, London, 
8.W.1. 

IV. The existing licensing requirements with respect to 
(a) animal dips containing arsenic compounds and insecticides, 
fungicides and weedkillers ; and (b) pyroxylin are superseded by 
the provisions that licences will, in future, be required to export 
the following :— 

(a) Insecticides, fungicides, weedkillers, animal dips and 
disinfectants, containing arsenic compounds, chlori- 
nated naphthalenes, cyanides, fluorides, metaldehyde, 
nicotine or its salts, petroleum oils, pyrethrum or its 
extracts, resinates, resin (colophony), liquid resin 
(tall oil), silicofluorides, sulphides or sulphur. 

(6) Cellulose nitrate (nitrocellulose) and mixtures containing 
cellulose nitrate. 

The control in respect of door and window frames and 
casements ; hollow-ware; pot scourers and wire netting, wire 
fencing and wire mesh is no longer confined to goods manufac- 
tured wholly or mainly of iron or steel, but is extended to cover 
all such goods made wholly or mainly of metal. 

Applications to export any of these goods manufactured from 
non-ferrous metals will not, normally, be entertained.

CONTROL OF FACE POWDER AND TOILET 
DUSTING POWDER 


The Board of Trade wish to emphasise that face powder and 
toilet dusting powder continue to be controlled under the Limita. 
tion of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) (No. 4) Order, 1942 (see 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 17 August 1942, page 371) 
although they have been freed from the quantity restrictions 
which apply to the other controlled Toilet Preparations, Face 
powder and toilet dusting powder are however subject to all the 
other stipulations affecting controlled toilet preparations, and in 
particular :— 

(1) Unregistered persons may not supply face powder and 
toilet dusting powder of their own manufacture to 
persons buying for the purpose of resale. 

(2) No person may supply otherwise than direct to the 
public face powder or toilet dusting powder which he 
has repacked except under the authority of a special 
packer’s Board of Trade licence, for which application 
should be made to the Board of Trade, I.M. 4 Depart- 
ment, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

(3) The rule that the name and address of the manufac. 
turer (and, in the case of packed goods not of the 
packer’s own manufacture, the name and address of 
the packer or of the actual manufacturer) must 
appear on the label, applies to face powder and toilet 
dusting powder just as to any other kind of controlled 
toilet preparation. 

It should be noted that the freedom from quantitative control 
for face powder and toilet dusting powder does not apply to 
rouge, rouge powder, or powder compacts. 


LOST CLOTHING COUPONS 


Forms of application, (L.C. 4) for the replacement of lost 
clothing documents can be obtained at any Money Order Post 
Office, Citizens’ Advice Bureaux, or W.V.S. Centre. When 
completed they should be sent to the nearest office of the Assist- 
ance Board. Do not send them to the Board of Trade. 


CHANGES IN COUPON RATES 


The Board of Trade have found it necessary to make some 
adjustments in clothes rationing. Most important of these are 
towels, which are now included in the ration, and men’s woollen 
underwear and women’s fully fashioned stockings which will 
require more coupons.’ Details are given below. Effect is given 
to these changes by the Consumer Rationing (No. 14) Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2066, price 1d.). 

The inclusion of towels in the ration will make an extra call 
on the coupons in the hands of the public. To counter-balance 
this, the date on which the red coupons become valid has been 
advanced from 1 April to 15 March 1943. In addition, the number 
of coupons required for certain other articles has been reduced. 


Towels.—Owing to the heavy pressure on the cotton industry, 
it is impossible to spare enough material to meet the present 
demand for towels. In order to secure a fair distribution, there- 
fore, the Board of Trade have decided to include them in the 
clothes ration. Arrangements will be made to meet certain 
special needs such as those of factories and catering establish- 
ments. These will be announced later. 

Towels of all kinds, including tea-towels and glass cloths, are 
pointed as follows :—

SERVICE LAUNDRY—MAXIMUM CHARGES 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Services Laundry 
(Maximum Charges) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2091, 
price 1d.) under the Goods and Services (Price Control) Act, 
1941, fixing maximum charges for the laundering of the regula- 
tion bundles of service personnel by laundries in England and 
Wales which are under contract with the Service Departments 
or which may be directed by the Director of Laundry Services to 
undertake this work. The maximum charge for the British Army 
bundle is 1ld., for the A.T.S. Is. 4d., R.A.F. ls. 34d. and 
W.A.A.F, 1s. 4d. The Order also provides that the maximum 
charges under similar contracts for the washing of Service blan- 
kets shall be at the rate of 4s. 6d. per dozen and of overalls, 
denim, 11s. per dozen. 


OIL STOVE ACCESSORIES—MAXIMUM PRICES 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Oil Stove Accessories 
(Maximum Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 Ne. 2064, 
price ld.) controlling the price to be charged by official selling 
agents, wholesalers and retailers of certain types of accessories 
for “ Perfection ” oil stoves which have been imported under the 
Lease-lend provisions. These prices are set out in a Schedule 
to the Order. The Order provides that all agents or wholesalers 
dealing in these articles must supply, either before or at the time 
of delivery to their customers, a written notice (which can, if 
desired, be incorporated in the invoices) stating the correct 
maximum prices for the articles in question. All retailers 
selling these articles must display in a prominent position in 
their shops a notice setting out the maximum prixes fixed for 
the goods offered for sale by them.

The Postmaster-General regrets to announce that parcel mails 
for South Africa, South West Africa and Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia (via Capetown), containing parcels posted approxi- 
mately between 14 and 16 June in all districts except Lendon 
and the South of England have been lost by enemy action. 


CHRISTMAS MAILS 


The Postmaster-General announces that letters, Christmas 
cards, printed papers and parcels intended for Christmas delivery 
to members of His Majesty’s Forces stationed in South Africa 
and on the West Coast of Africa must be posted not later than 
Monday, 19 October. The address on correspondence for His 
Majesty’s Forces should include full details of the rank and unit 
to which the addressee belongs. 

Foodstuffs (whether in tins or not), including chocolate and 
confectionery of all kinds, are prohibited.

NEW AIR LETTER SERVICE TO FORCES IN 
MIDDLE EAST, ETC. 

The Postmaster-General announces the forthcoming introduc- 
tion of an air letter service to the Forces in the Middle East and? 
countries beyond, which has been made possible by a decision of 
the Government to provide additional aircraft capacity for the 
conveyance of air mails to the Troops in those theatres. The 
Forces concerned are :— 

1. Middle East Force (Egypt, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, 
Palestine, Transjordan, Cyprus, Syria) ; 

2. East Africa Force (Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika Terri- 
tory, Zanzibar, Madagascar, Mauritius, Seychelles) ; 


3. Persia Iraq Force ; 
4, H.M. Army and R.A.F. in India, Ceylon, Aden, British 
Somaliland, Abyssinia, Eritrea, Somalia (Italian 


Somaliland) ; 

5. H.M. Army and R.A.F. in Malta ; 

6. H.M. Ships c/o G.P.O. London (including merchant 
ships on Government non-commercial service) serving 
in the Eastern Mediterranean, including Malta and the 
Red Sea, and the East Indies Station, including the 
Persian Gulf and in East African waters ; 

. Merchant ships on ordinary commercial service, i.e., 
vessels other than those whose address is c/o G.P.O. 
London, calling at ports in areas covered by 1-5 
above ; 

8. Force Overt, c/o G.P.O., London, if serving in areas 
covered by 1-5 above ; 
9. Forces c/o Army P.O. followed by a number, if destined 
for or serving in areas covered by 1-5 above ; 
10. Fighting French Forces, if serving in areas covered by 
1-4 above. 

The new air letter is a light-weight closed communication 
similar to that used by the Troops in the Middle East in the 
service to this country. The charge for the air letter will be 6d., 
and transmission will normally be by air throughout to the 
appropriate Base.

It would not be possible, even with the additional] aircraft 
capacity, to convey all the way by air the weight of air letters 
which would be posted for Christmas delivery if the new facility 
were introduced immediately, but it will be brought into pie 
tion, as soon as the Christmas rush has subsided, on a date to be 
announced later. . 

On the introduction of the new service the air postcard SETVice 
will cease. Users of the postcard service will then have the 
option of using the airgraph, which will still be available at the 
rate of 3d., or the air letter at a cost of 6d. As there is at presen, 
no airgraph service to Malta, the threepenny postcard servic 
to the Island will be retained exceptionally. 

The airgraph, which will continue to receive first priority fo 
all-air conveyance over other air mail correspondene 
remain the cheapest, and normally the most expeditious means of 
communicating with the Forces, and as it also conserves aircraft 
space vitally needed for military requirements, the Postmaster. 
General trusts that the fullest use will continue to be made of it, 

In view of their weight, ordinary air mail letters for the Middle 
East and beyond, for which the charge will remain at ls, 3d, g 
half-ounce, will continue to be sent by sea to a port in Africa for 
onward transmission to the Base. 

Forms for the new air letter service will be made available at 
the appropriate time at Post Offices generally, and will be obtain. 
able only on prepayment of the air postage rate of 6d. No other 
type of form can be allowed and no enclosure can be permitted, 

Meanwhile, the public are asked to post airgraphs and air 
postcards intended for Christmas delivery to the Forces in the 
Middle East and beyond as soon as possible, and not later than 
Monday, 16 November. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


FIRECLAY BASES FOR COAL FIRES 


At the request of the Ministry of Works and Planning and in 
co-operation with the Ministry of Fuel and Power, the British 
Standards Institution has just issued a War Emergency British 
Standard Specification for Fireclay Bases for use with open coal 
fires. (B.S. 1074) which should be of general public interest. 

These fireclay bases are intended to be used to replace cast 
iron baskets as and when it becomes necessary to provide a new 
basket, in order to effect economy in the use of cast iron. They 
have been designed also to effect economy in the use of fuel. 
The specification is intended to cover loose fireclay bases for 
use with 16 in.. fireclay fireplaces; it is not intended for 
combination grates or fireplaces where there are back boilers. 
Fire bases with correspondingly reduced dimensions can be 
supplied for 14 in. fireplaces, if required. The thickness of the 
fireclay inset is sufficient to prevent overheating of timber in 
any building erected in accordance with the Building Bye-laws, 
but in the case of older buildings with wood floors (other than 
ground floors) it is essential that the advice of a builder should 
be sought before the fireclay bottom is adopted. 

In view of the urgent necessity for securing economy in the 
use of fuel, it is also strongly recommended that “ fire savers ” 
at the sides and back should be used with the base.

WAR EMERGENCY STANDARDS FOR 
GALVANISED GOODS 

In view of the necessity for effecting the utmost economy in 
the use of zinc, the position with regard to the quality of gal- 
vanised wire, and other articles has been reviewed and the 
B.S.I. has recently issued a war emergency amendment (P.D. 17) 
to the Specifications B.S. 443, Testing of the Zinc Coating on 
Galvanised Wires, and B.S. 729 which deals with galvanised 
articles other than wire. 

The effect of these amendments is to reduce the severity of 
the test, and although it is realised that, in the case of wire, for 
certain purposes the original test must be adhered to, it is 
considered that-for general purposes galvanised wire complying 
with the amended test will give adequate service for the wat 
period. It is understood that the amended specifications will 
be enforced by the Ministry of Supply, except for the special 
cases referred to above. In this connection, representations for 
permission to adhere to the original specification for wire should 
be addressed to the Director for Wire Rods and Wire Products, 
Ministry of Supply, Iron and Steel Control, Ashorne Hill, neat 
Leamington Spa, Warwick.

ELECTRICAL PROTECTIVE RELAYS 


The British Standards Institution has recently published a 
rvision of B.S. 142, Electrical Protective Relays. The present 
revision represents, in fact, a complete redraft of the Specification, 
the previous issue (1927) having become out of date, owing to the 
advance in the art. Provisions for many new types of relay have 
been included, such as distance relays, open and reverse phase- 
squence relays. An attempt has been made to sub-divide the 
w-called instantaneous relays into classes according to their 
speed of operation. The requirement as regards the capacity of 
rays to withstand sudden overloads has been extended. The 
nnge of settings which may be regarded as normal are given for 
each type. 

A recommended characteristic curve connecting time and 
current for relays having an inverse time-lag with a definite 
minimum has been introduced for the first time as an appendix. 
Thus, while at the present time this is not an obligatory feature, 
itis hoped, when new relays are designed, that the reeommended 
characteristic curve should always be adopted.

CODE OF PRACTICE FOR PROVISION OF ENGINEER- 
ING AND UTILITY SERVICES IN BUILDINGS 


In view of the need, in modern buildings, for frequent expan- 
sion of the various engineering and utility services, careful 
forethought in planning for such development during erection 
has become essential. , 

Owners of buildings, tenants, architects and decorators have 
had ample evidence of the lack of advance planning for services 
in buildings, where, in order to remedy this deficiency, it has been 
found necessary to adopt methods that are expensive, incon- 
venient and architecturally undesirable. Damage has resulted 
to walls and floors, finishes and decorations, etc., disfigured, and 
ceecupiers put to inconvenience. 

The extent to which such disadvantages can be avoided de- 
pends on the adequacy of the systems incorporated in buildings 
during construction. 

Several years ago, at the request of the R.I.B.A., a Committee 
of the British Standards Institution was set up to investigate the 
possibilities of preparing some standard guiding’ principles for 
the use of those concerned in the advance planning of services in 
buildings. Much scepticism was expressed, in the early stages 
of the work, as to the final outcome of the investigations, but the 
Committee has expended a great deal of time and patient effort 
in the problem, and the results of their deliberations are now 
embodied in B.S. 1043, just published by the British Standards 
hstitution and obtainable from the Publications Department 
of that Institution, 28 Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, price 2s. 
(28. 3d. post free). 

The Code has been submitted to the recently established 
(ode of Practices Committee of the Ministry of Works and 
Planning, and will in due course probably form one of a series of 
Codes, or part of a comprehensive Code of building practice 
likely to be produced as a result of that Committee’s activities. 

The present Code covers such matters as the advance planning 
of the services, including a schedule of precedence of services, 
designs and methods of distribution of the services ; proximity 
services ; fire risk ; transmission of sound from services, and 
quotes some of the principal building by-laws controlling building 
‘onstruction which might have to be considered in relation to the 
installation of services. 

Architects, builders, surveyors, engineers and others concerned 
With building should certainly possess a copy of this publication.

Customs Regulations 
and Tariff Changes 


BRITISH INDIA 


USE OF AIRGRAPH INVOICES FOR EXPORTS TO 
INDIA 


It is understood that in order to assist in the prompt clearance 
of goods from ports in India the Indian Customs have been given 
discretion to accept copies of invoices sent out by airgraph. 

In certain cases a certificate of origin is normally required to 
be endorsed on the invoice in order that the goods may be 
assessed at preferential tariff rates. It may not be possible for 
this certificate to be reproduced on the airgraph copy, but it 
would be of value if the following clause (when it applies) is 
inserted in the airgraph invoice ‘‘ Above goods are of United 
Kingdom origin.” 

Collectors of Customs have been authorised to exercise dis- 
cretion in accepting airgraph copies of invoices, when the goods 
are declared to be of United Kingdom origin, and the collector 
is otherwise satisfied of the truth of that declaration, as a basis 
for final assessment of duty. But Collectors may call for the 
production of the regular documents, including the certificate 
of origin, should they consider it necessary ; in such cases only 
a provisional assessment would be made on the basis of the air- 


graph copy. 
CANADA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of a Memorandum Series D No. 47 T.C. 87, dated 22 Septem- 
ber, issued by the Department of National Revenue, which states 
that by Order in Council (P.C. 8410) imports of rosaries, when 
the value for duty thereof is not more than 25 cents each, are 
exempt from customs duty and the special excise tax of 3 per 
cent. regardless of the country of origin. 


PROHIBITED IMPORTS 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded 
copies of Memoranda W.M. No. 51 Revised, Supplement No. 4, 
W.M. No. 69, W.M. No. 70, W.M. No. 71, dated 23 September, and 
W.M. No. 72, dated 26 September, issued by the Department of 
National Revenue, which state that by Orders in Council 
P.C. 8411 of 18 September and P.C. 8596 of 23 September the 
importation into Canada of the following ggods is prohibited 
except under a permit issued by, or on behalf of the Minister of 
National Revenue :—

HAND AND BENCH TOOLS 


The Board of Trade announce that on and after 2 November 
1942 applications for licences to export any of the goods set out 
below should be sent to the Directorate of Hand Tools, Ministry 
of Supply, “‘ Woodthorne,” Pettenhalls, Wolverhampton, Staffs.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 


(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 
(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 


(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 
ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 


(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 
covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or divegsion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk. 


The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm o.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 


Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 


The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
